REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


FRELLow CiT1zENs: 


In presenting to you the annual report of the schools under 
our care, we feel desirous of saying something to excite, if pos- 
sible, a greater interest in your minds, in regard to them. 

While net in all respects just what we would have liked to 
have had them, yet, as a whole, they will compare very favor- 
ably with years past. In order that our schools should become 
more effective, in the purposes for which they are supported, it 
is necessary that Superintendents, teachers, prudential commit- 
tees, und parents, should be willing'to szz& all selfish personal 
ends and aims, and become a wzz¢ in laboring for the attain- 
ments of the greatest good to the greatest number of pupils. If 
there be any individuals to whom the advice, ‘Think ¢wzce be- 
fore you speak” is peculiarly applicable, it is those upon whom 
rests the responsibility of our common schools. Mistakes made 
here are most disastrous. Almost without an exception, diff- 
culties in schools can be traced back to a lack of judgment on 
the part of parents and others, outside of the schools, displayed 
by too free an expression, before the pupils, of dissatisfaction 
with the teacher; thus weakening the feeling of respect which 
prompts a cheerful and ready obedience, on the part of the schel- 
ar, to the requirements of the teacher. 

We trust that, during the coming school year, all that have 
the interest of our schools at heart will be specially careful in 
this respect; and, unless it is:utterly unavoidable, refrain from 
conversing before their own children, or the childrén of others, 
ina manner calculated to render more difficult of performance 
the duty of the teacher. 

Let the children be sent from home to the school-room with 
the impression indelibly stamped upon their minds that they are 
to obey the teacher in a// things; with the ‘tassurance made 
doubly sure” that they will receive xo parental sympathy in 
case of punishment for any misdemeanor, and it requires ,no 
“spirit of prophecy,” to enable us to say, that serzous disturb- 
ances in the school-room will soon become obsolete... In our Gen- 
eral Remarks for 1873-4, we referred to an evil which then ex- 
isted, and we are very sorry to say still exists, viz: TARDINESS. , 
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We quote from our remarks then made: ‘The first half hour 
of nearly every morning session in some of our schools is inter- 
rupted, and its usefulness well nigh destroyed by late pupils.” 

The immense number of ¢erdy marks as shown in the statis- 
tical table accompanying this Report, will justify us in present- 
ing the subject. 

Irregular attendance is also a source of much annoyance to 
the true teacher. 

It is very difficult to keep up an interest in any class, when 
one or two members of it are frequently absent from recitation. 
We believe that parents caz if they wzd/ remove in a great 
measure these serious difficulties. We have appended to the 
Report of each school a ‘Roll of Honor” embracing the names 
of such pupils as have been neither absent nor tardy for a full 
term. 

We hope another year to see the list largely increased. In 
many of the schools, Outline Maps are much needed. Vhe 
cost is quite trifling ; a good set not costing over $10,00. A 
small subscription from each family would provide the neces- 
sary amount, and the benefit to the pupils can hardly be estima- 
ted. Some of the children might solicit the subscriptions ; try it. 

The study of Mental Arithmetic is very much neglected in 
all our schools. This is a serious mistake. There is nota dis- 
trict school in town where this study might not be pursued by 
the older pupils with the most beneficial results. It was a step 
backward when “Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic,” or its equiva- 
lent (if there be any,) began to be neglected by the “larger boys 
and girls.” 

If parents would cheerfully support the Supt. School Com- 
mittee in their efforts to restore this ‘‘lost art,” we believe it 
might be done, and the result be highly satisfactory. 

During the year, we have thought best to change the Read- 
ers. Our reason for this was not dissatisfaction with the series 
in use ; but because we thought a change would tend to increase 
the interest of teachers and pupils in this department of study. 
The gratifying improvement in reading in many of our schools 
has convinced your committee of the wisdom of their course. 

We have been very much pleased with the wise course pur- 
sued by many of the Prudential committees, in employing the 
same teachers as were employed the year before. 

Where teachers have proved themselves adapted to a place, 
such a course cannot be too highly commended. ss 

Grateful for the uniform kindness, manifested toward us dur- 
ing our term of office, and desirous that all may be done that 
can be, to develop our boys and girls, into true men and wom- 
en, we remain yours, in the cause of education.
